_ Henry Vil. was the firft Man that broke 
in upon this Cuftom ; and how was itdone, 
not by taking away their Privileges, or 
invading their Liberties, or Infringing theie 
Charters 3 bur by fetting up a New Fie 
gure at Court ; He had Liv’d Abroad, and — 
when he came -to the Crown, he Marry’d 
the Heir of the Family of rort, and fini 
ing the Fatal Quarrel between the Houfes — 
of Lancafter aud York; he fettled-a perfeét — 
Peace in the Nation; and as the Englifh — 
were particularly pleas’d in their Queen, — 
as wellas their King, an unufual Magni- — 
ficence appear’d at Court. : 
And yet this King was himfelf a mighty 
Husband ; bat by advancing this Humour 


of the People, in the Gayetics of the 


Court, he brought the Gentry to. be morse 
Dependant_ upon him, Demolifh’d their
